EIGHTY FAMILIES HOUSELESS. 


Kokomo Desolated by Fire—The Men In- 
turiated With Whisky. 


KOKOMO, CoL., October 14.—A fire broke out 
in the Summit House at 7 o’clock this evening, 


caused by the explosion of a lamp. The flames 


spread rapie ly until 10 o’clock, when they had 
consumed every house within reach. Less 
than twenty houses are left standing. The fire 
communicated to a powder magazine, causing 
several terrific explosions. About eighty fam- 
ilies are reudered homeless and destitute. The 
loss is estimated at over $400,000. Insurance 
very light. Whiskyis free and hundreds of 
men are now infuriated.

Guiteau, the Assassin, at Last 
in Court. 


His Demeanor Before the Tribunal 
of Justice. 


Garfield’s Murderer Enters a Plea oi 
Not Guilty, 


WASHINGTON, October 14.—The day for be- 
ginning the trial of Guiteauis set for Novem- 
ber 7 and the question of jurisdiction is to 
be argued and determined prior to October 30. 

GUITEAU IN COURT. 

After the withdrawal of counsel inthe Star 
Route case it became known in the court- 
room that the arraignment of Guiteau was ac- 
tually going to take place; so most of the 
spectators remained, and a very intense feel- 
ing of curiosity and interest was manifested. 


There was no unusual display of 
police force in or about the court-room, al- 
though there were a large number of detec- 
tives present, not in uniform. At a quarter 
past eleven Scoville, counsel forthe prisoner, 
entered and took a seat at the law- 
vers tablefand immediatedlv afterwards the 
door of the witness room opened and gave en- 
tranceto Marshal Henry andtwo deputy mar- 
shals having between them and hustling along 
THE BOWED AND COWERING FIGURE 
of the man,for whom they made way to a seat 
reserved for him beside his counsel. Then one 
of the guards unlocked the handcuffs, giving 
the prisoner the use of his hands. Guiteau 
looked broken in health and unecared for 
in person. His dark clothes were 
rusty and shabby and his whole person pre- 
sented a misergbly neglected appearance. 
Alter the excitement attending his entrance 
subsided, District Attorney Corkhill arose, 
and, addressing the Judge, said: 

The grand jury ot the District of Columbia 
has indicted Charles J. Guiteau for the murder 
Of James A. Gartieid. The prisoner is in court. 
Iaskthat he be arraigned and required to 
plead to the indictinent.’’ 

The prisoner was ordered to stand up, andin 
a languid manner obeyed. 

: The Olerk—Is your name Charles J. Gui- 
eau? 

Me prisoner assented by a nod. 

The clerk then proceeded to read the indict- 
ment, the prisoner standing up, with his head 
most of the time, inclined to the right 
shoulder, hiseyes half closed or wholly so, 
his hands crossed as if still they 
were handcuffed, and his general air that 
of sickly indifference. Thereading occupied 
nearly half an hour, and during all that time 
Guiteau hardly once changed his attitude or 
bearing and rarely opened his eyes. Ile did 
not manifest the slighiest degree of interest in 
the scene in which 

HE WAS THE CHIEF ACTOR, 
and but for an occasional Slight movement 
might be supposed to be asleepin a standing 
attitude. 

pon the conclusion of the reading of the 
indictmedt the Clerk, addressing the prisoner, 
said: 

What say you to this indictment—zuilty, 
or not guilty:’’ 

The prisoner in place of response fumbled in 
his waistcoat pocket and drew out a soiled 
and crumpled scrap of paper. 

District Attorney, imperatively—‘‘Enter 
your plea of guilty or not guilty.’’ 

The prisoner—‘‘I enter the plea of not 
guilty. If your Honor please, I desire to make 
a statement. 

The Court—‘‘At some other time. It would 
not be appropriate just now. Sit down.’’ 

The prisoner thereupon took his seat. 

The Distiict Attorney—In this case, I ask 
triu! be set for next Monday morning perem 
torily. The Government is ready tor trial 


now. 

Scoville—I appear here for phe defendant 
at his request. [havesome afidavits to pre- 
Sent to the court, the first being that of the 
defendantzhimself. 

The affidavit which was read, 
states there are various witnesses whose 
evidence is material for the prisoner's 
defense, and without which he cannot safely 
go to trial; thatthe names and residence of 
such witnesses, and facts that can be proved 
by them severally. are all known to the 
affiant’s couusel, Mr. George Scoville, and 
are only known in part bythe affiant; that he 
has no money or property and is unable to 
pay fees or mileage of wit- 
nesses or the costs of summoning 
them. He therefore * the eourt shall allow 
such witnesses on is behalf as may 
be shown by the affidavit of 
counsel to be necessary, the fees 
and costs to be paid in such manner as those 
of the Government witnesses are paid. Sco- 
ville then read an affidavit made by himself. 
It states that beside the points of law that 
may be made, the defense will 
consist of two points—first, the insanity of de- 
fendant, and second, thatthe wound was not 


necessarily mortal and was not 
the cause ot President Garfield 's 
death. The afflant had endeavored 


to obtain the names and residences of witness: 
es for the defense to prove material facts on 
the question of insanity, put had been unable 
to do so, because the defendant did not seem 
to understand and refused to acknowledge the 
effect of common and established rules of evi- 
denceinsuch cases. The affiant believes this 
difticulty to arise from the very 
fact which such evidence would prove, 
to-wit, the defendaut's insanity, and 
‘et he knows of no means to overcome it. 
For that reason chiefly the affidavit of afflant 
became necessary in the case. He further 
Says, since he was employed in 
the case ten days ago he has done 
what he could to prepare for tnal, and especi- 
allv has he made such inquiries ashe was 


able to find witnesses fof the defense. 
He turther says th names and 
residences of such witnesses are John M. 


Guiteau, New York;G. A. Parker, Wm. J. 
Maynard, Francis 8. Brow@ly, Orson W. 
Gavt and Francis M. Scovill@, Chicago. The 
aftiant expects to prove by these witnesses the 
defendant’s tendency to heréditary insanity, 
not by hisown conduct, but by establishing, 
first, that one D. W. Guiteau, a 
brother of defendant's father, was 
insane and died in the Insane Asylum in New 
York many years ago; second, that one Au- 


gustus Parker, a cousin of defendant, 
a son of his father’s sister, was 
insane and died four years ago 


in the Insane Asylum in Cook county, III.; 
third, that another cousin of defendant’s, one 
Abbie Maynard, a daughter of another sister 
of defendant’s father, has been insahe for 
many years and is now confined in an insane 
asylum in Michigan, and further that Luther 
W. Guiteau, father of the defendant, was a 
monomaniac on the subject of religion for 
many years. 
The affiant furtner says that he expects to 
prove the actual insanity of defendant him. 
self, on different occasions, by B. G. Scoville 
and Geo. T. Burrows, of Chicago; John II. 
Hayes, of Niagara Falls; John A. Rice, 
of Waukeesba, Michigan, and a Mr. Bradley ot 
Chicago. Affiant further says he expects to 
prove by Mr. Foss, of Dover, N.H., that he 
was present at the time and place of shooting, 
saw the defendant and heard what he said, 
and that defendant's acts and words on that 
occasion showed unmists kably that he was in- 
sane. Afflant further says it is important 
and necessary for the defense to have the 
testimony of experts on the subject of in- 
sanity, in addition to witnesses of facets, and 
that he expects to prove that the defendant 
was insane at the tine of the shootin 
by the testimony of the following name 
medical witnesses > Drs.

District Attorney Corkhill opposed the de- 
lay asked for. 

Judge Cox said a prompt trial was essen- 
tial and fixed the trial for November 7. 

When the hearing was concluded the officers 
gathered about Guiteau and securely tastened 
his handcuffs,and the prisoner was taken from 
the court vonn. 

Judge Cox indicated that if Scoville could 
notobtain satisfactory counsel he would as- 
sign him competent assistance from the legal 
bar. 

WANTED TO SHOOT GUITEAU. 

WASHINGTON, October 14.—While Guiteau 
was being arraigned a large sized man ap- 
proacbed some of the officers of the court 


and asked for the loan of a pistol. His en- 
quiries causing suspicion, he was 
taken taken to police headquarters 


where he gave his name as Geo. I. Bethard 
and showed a diploma as a_ lawyer issued 
to him June 3 in Columbus, 0. He said 
he fought in Garfield’s regiment and showed 


two gun-shot wounds in his legs 
and a bayonet wound on the side 
of his head, which he said he received at tie 
battle of Shiloh. He had been doing clerical 
work for a lawyer in this city. He 
heard that Guiteau was to be 


arraigned to day, and intended to get a ‘‘ bull 
dog’ ’{pistol and shoot him at the City Hall. He 
took his diploma with him to insure getting 
into the court room as a member of the bar. 
He had evidently been diinking.

The Centennial that All Patriots 


Celebrate. 


A Brief History of the Crowning 
Event of Our Revolution. 


Programme of Next Week’s Exercises— 
The Monument to Be Dedicated. 


The quaint and curious little Virginia 


vi lage that attracted to itself the 
attention of the entire civilized world 
this time one hundred years ago 


when the question of American Independ- 
ence was forever settled by the surrender o! 
Lord Cornwallisto the allied forces under 
Gen. Washington, has again assumed an im- 
portant position in the eyes of the world, and 
to-day presents as busy a_ spectacle 
as it did in tbe early days of Oetober, 1781, 
when the English and Hessian forces were 
struggling wildly to withstand the assaults 
of the besieging American and French ar- 
mies. Yorktown will begin to celebrate the 
centennial of Cornwaliis’ surrender on Mon- 
day next, and the festivities will continue 
through the week. Already the village is 
overcrowded with visiting military and civic 
organizations, and all sorts of temporary 
booths, shamties and other structures have 
been erected with an ultimate view to mak- 
ing money out of the crewning event 
of the war of Independence. The historical 
importance which attaches to Yorktown 
might lead people who know nothing at all 
about it into imagining that itis a big place. 
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YORKTOWN 


is situated on a high bluff of concrete or stone 
mar}, covered with a sandy soil, on the south 
side of the York River, about eleven miles 
from its mouth. It is the highest ground on 
either the York or James River below Rich- 
mond. The peninsula on which the town is 
located is level, and on each side of the vil- 
lage deep ravines embrace 8 almost meeting 
in the rear. At the time of the siege, in 1781, 
the village contained about sixty houses. Its 
sole importance was asa shipping port for 
the tobacco and other products of Virginia. 
In 1814 a considerable portion of the town was 
destroyed by fire, and from that blow it has 
never recovered. It is now little more than 
a dilapidated memorial of its former self. 
Tbe average width of the York River in the 
neighborhood of Yorktown is about two 
miles, but directly opposite thetown itis 
narrowed to a mile by the projecting cape on 
which the village of Gloucester is situated. 
This, too, was once athrifty and enterprising 
settlement, but the depreciation of the sur- 
rounding country for agricultural purposes 
checked the growth of its incipient com- 
merce,and here, as at Yorktown, the agencies 
of decay have been more active than those of 
prosperity and progress. 


Curiosities of Elm. 
Fromthe London Globe.

Cornwallis made up his mind to offer obsti- 
nate resistance. Yorktown was well forti- 
fied, earthworks, reboubts and batteries with | 
a line of stockadein the rear supporting a 
bigh parapet, providing the best possible 
defense. On October 6 the Americans had 
a line of earthworks thrown at six hun- 
dred yards from Cornwallis’ lines. 
The English commander at once opened 
a withering fire upon the allied forces, 
but the siege works were pushed rap- 
idly forward, and by the 9th several batteries 
and redoubts had been completed. At 5 
o’clock on the afternoon ofthe 9th the first 
n was fired from the American battery, 
zen. Washington himself firing it. The cay- 
nonide was kept upsteadily all night long. 
Earlyin the morning the French battery 
on the left began sending shot into the be- 
leaguered Village. Cornwallis’ lines were now 
under a fearful fire. It was so excessive that 
the English commander drew in his cannon 
from the embrasures and virtually ceased to 
reply to the fast and furious shots from the 
allies. On the night of October 11 the 
Americans got a line of earthworks within 
300 yards of the English fortifications. The 


“following day two advanced English redoubts 


were captured, and Cornwallis was hemmed 
in in Yorktown. He determined to make at 
least one more effort against the besiegers. 
Before daybreak of the 16th a British sortie 
of 350 men, led Sy Lord Abercrombie, carried 
— of the second American parallel and 

astily iked six ns, which were 
as burriedly unspiked when the allies drove 
the Englishmen back te their own lines. Now 
the siege eterrible. Oornwallis tried 
to throw his forces quietiy across to Glouces- 
ter Point, but a heavy storm prevented the 
carrying out of the plan, and he was obliged 
to bow to fate. On the morning of the 17th 
he ordered the drummer to beat a parley for 
the suspension of hostilities and an ne- 
gotiations for the capitulation of Yorktown 
and Gloucester. Letters were exchanged, aml 
a conference held at Mrs. Moore’s house (still 
standing), on the right of the American lines, 
but no agreement could be arrived at. Then 
Wasbinaton drafted terms, which were sent 
to Lord Cornwallis, with the request that 
they be signed by 11 o’clock on the 19th. 
They were signed, and at 4 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon of the 19th Maj.-Gen. ©’Hara, 
representing his commander, whe could not 
leave his tent to surrender bis sword to a 
Continental officer, marched the conquered 
British Army, shouldering arms, with colors 
cased and the drums beating a British march, 
past the lines of the combined armies, after 
which the Britishers were conducted by Gen. 
Lincoln to a spacious field, where the order 
was given and complied with to ground 
arms. The school histories and geographies

In our 
way back/our Captain was induced to ascend 
the Mermenteau River, some sixty miles up, 
for a load of 60,000 feet or lumber tor this city. 
The river runs through a prairie country, inter- 
spersed with gioves of live oak. The inhabit- 
ants were mostly Cadiens, who looked upon a 
steamboat tor the tirsttime,. and with wonder 
and astonishment. ‘fhe mill we took the lum- 
ber from was owned by a Frenchman named 
Coincon. Mr. Coincon came to this country in 
1810, landing at Philadelphia, but hearingof the 
exploits of the celebrated Lafitte, he and some 
companions concluded to pay hima visit, and 
chartering a schooner sailed for Galveston 
(sland. Lafitte received them within his forti- 
fication and treated them in àa most hospitable 
manner. During their stay several cargoes Cap- 
tured from the Spaniards were brought in, and 
among thema lot of negroes from Africa. 
The negroes were sold to the planters in the 
Attakapas country. Coincon and party were 
offered 100 of these negroes to take to the At- 
takapas to sell on shares, and on their way got 
lost in the Sabine swamps, wandering about 
for days and losing some of their own party 
and sep of the negroes. After accomplish- 
ing the object of his trip Coincon retnrued to 
Lafitte and remained with him for several 
years, untilthe breaking up of Lafitte’s baud, 
when he moved into this State and settled on 
the Mermenteau. Coivcon had no faith in the 
stories about Lafitte’s buried treasure, and for 
which time and again expeditions have been 
fitted up and fortunes spent inthe vain effort 
to Und. He said Lafitte was both liberal and 
extravagant, and spent his fortunes as they 
came. Pardoned by Gen. Jackson, Lafitte 
fought at the battle of New Orleans, after 
which he disappeared from active life. A few 
of his men were living atthetime onthe Mer- 
menteau, and the small islands of the Gulf.

The report on Sunday school interests was 
presented by acommittee to whom the matter 
was referred. The number of teachers and 
pupils in the Presbyterian Sunday schools of 
the Synod of Missouri has largely increased 
during the past year. Among the sug- 
gestions offered, the committee recommended 
thatthe pastors interest themselves in the 
Sunday schools more than they have done in 
years past. The ministers ought not to As- 
sume the superintendency of the schools, but 
ought to be in the schools and manifest that 
interest which they should feel. 

The Committee on Narrative, in reporting on 
the condition of the churches in the synod, re- 
vealed the fact that the Presbyterian Church 
in Missouri is making no increase either in 
strength or numbers, if, indeed, it is holding 
its own. A sort of lethargy has fallen upon the 
church, and the members are becoming in 
some cases careless of duty and immoral. 
From the Presbytery of Potosi the report came 
up that church members visit saloons, and it 
provoked some discussions in synod. The 
narrative was altogether gloomy and despond- 
ent, andit was criticised pretty sharply as 
being unneccessarily discouraging. hat 
there are members in the church who area 
lisgrace to it, no one will deny, but thut these 
uses are so frequent as the tone ot the narra- 
tive would seem to indicate is a matter of 
serious doubt. In the course of discussion it 
was shown that the poor showing 
was largely due to the fact 
that some of the largest churches 
had not sent in their reports in time to have 
them incorporated in the report.. When the 
question of adopting the report came up it was 
urged that the clause specifying the particu. 
lar wiong ot visiting salouns be omitted. By 
a vote of 24tol2zthe report was recommitted. 

The committee having incharge t e arrange- 
ment of a programme for the celebration of 
the semi-centennial anniversary of the Synod 
ot Missourire ported as follows: The celebra- 
tion of the seini-centenniai anniversary of the 
Synod of Missouri shall be held at Fulton, 
on the third Thursday of October, 1882. 
During that day there shall be three 
public services as follows: Atlla.m., ats p. 
In. and at 7:30 p. m. Atthe morning service 
there shall be read a paper on the history of 
the synod, in which the various ppresbyteries 
and their labors shall be discussed.

Can an Employer Detain an Employe From 
Jury Duty? 

The following entry was made on the records 
ofthe Criminal Court yesterday: ‘‘Now, at 
this day, it being made to appearto the court 
by George W. Bogheus, a petit juror, that one 
Isaac M. Trask, his employer, has, by reason 
of his being required to serve the present week 
asa petit juror in this court, discharged him 


from his employment, it is order- 
ed by the court that said Trask 
be notified to appear before the 


bar of this court on Monday next, the lith 
day of October, at the nour of 10:30 a. m. of 
that day and show cause, if any he can, why 
he should not be punished for contempt of 
court.’’ This will decidea fine point of law 


‘which has long trouvled the officers of the va. 


rious courts in this State. The question is of 
greater importance than would appear from 
the above citation. Business men and tri- 
bunals are equally interested in its decision. A 
witness in a case may be detained from testi 
fying by an interested employer, who holds 
over his head the threat of a discharge for 
absenting himself from work. When asked 
on what statute the order was based Judge 
Laughlin to-day said: it is not based 
on any statute. I want to make a test case of 
this matter. At the last session of the Legisla- 
ture I drew up and had presented a bill making 
any interference with ajuror a contempt of 
court.

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TRIED FOR CONTEMPT. 


The Bowman - Waters - O’Malley 
Gang in Court To-Day. 


tempt Case Against These Worthies. 


The clock had just marked tenin Court 
Room No. this morning when Judge Adams 
entered and the court was called to order. 
The room was erowded with people, lawyers 
and witnesses and newspaper men, at- 
tracted by the case of Mr. Nelson and the 
VPosT-DISPATCH against John Waters and 
Michael O’Malley, which latter with Frank 
Bowman were called on to show cause 
why they should not be committed for con- 
tempt in disobeying the order of the court. 
Frank J. Bowmanopened the ball by reading 
his returnto the motion aloud. It was rather 
lang decument, chiefly making the point that 
ie was not the agent but the attorney of 
Waters ana O'Malley, and _ insinuating 
that he was being martyred in his con- 
scientious defense of those two gentlemen. 


lle had delivered a conscientious opinion to 
chese two parties as to the injunction, and that 
opinion was that they had better pull down 
about twenty-seven bricks off of one of the 
Pillars. Hethen endeavored to display to the 
court the mental process by which he had ar- 
rived at his eonscientious conclusion, 
in the course of which he mentioned that 
eminent counsel learned in the law had agreed 
with bim, among others John O'Grady and 
John M. Dickson. Whereupon Mr. Dickson 
arose in his seat and protested aguinst the use 
of his name. Mr. Bowman then wentintoa 
little discussion with Mr. Dickson, in the 
course of which he alluded disparagingly to law- 
vers, who did not admire antagonizing news- 
papers. After a good dealot this sort of thing, 
which was very entertaining toeverybody in 
the court but Judge Adams, who interfered 
several times with Bowman’s fights of elo- 
quence, tbe return of the other contuma- 
cious parties was read, and the case rested 
withthe tinal assurance from Mr. Bowman 
that there was nothing in the whole business 
Hut newspaper hurrah. 

Maj. Lee called the attention of the court 
very pointedly to the fact that Mr. Bowman’s 
statement. under oath to-day differed material 
ly with his statement yesterday. At one time 
he claimed to be the counsel of Waters and 
O'Malley, and at another he had distinctly dis- 
claimed that relatlonship. Bowman very 
excitedly demanded the protection of the 
court, and for some minutes created 
considerable confusion, which was only al- 
layed by Judge Adams, who brought the of- 
tending counselup witharound turn. May. 
Lee asked tor a recess of an hour to prepare an 
answer to bowman’s return, which was grant- 
ed, and the case went over till 11:50. 

Wien the recess expired Mr. Ellis, of coun- 
sel tor Mr. Nelson and the PoST-DISPATCH, 


read the answer to the return ot 
rank sowman to the order. 
This document was very brief, und 


began by denying that Bowman’s advice had 
been given conscientiously, and it denied that 
ne bad advised the pulling down of but three 
courses ot brick. It atlirmedthat at theissu- 
ance of the injunction but one building was 
being erected, and that this was wholly pro- 
tected by the injunction; it claimed that 
bowiman’s alleged misunderstanding of the 
injunction was only a pretense and subterfuge 
contrived by Bowman as an afterthougut. The 
reply to the separate answers ofthe defendants 
wasaresumeof the first document, butshorter.

and was promptly met by the answer that 
there had been. Mr. McGrath then said that 
in the commission of the original outrage 


committed by the defendants the 
noith wall of the new ell build- 
ing had been injured by aua falling 


zirder and because it had not been attended 
to was bow in a dangerous condition and 


would have to be taken down and rebuilt. Ef- 
forts had been made to attend to

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Prot. Linter, New Tork State Entomologist, | 
says: There are ‘more Insects than all the 


other classes of irs — 
estimated at a half million In all the worlds 
and at least 50, O00 in the United States. Only 
a small part of these are positively injurious 
to man and domestic animals. Yet the en- 
tomologist can not confine his attentioa tothe 
species known as injurious, or even to those 
of his oa countrv. Nota year passes with- 
out some new injurious insect presenting — 
self for special study, either for a change in 
tood plant, such an K — in number as to 
make it injurious for the first time, or by 
importation from abroad—usually from 
Europe. Phus, within the last two years, no 
less than five injurious species had been add- 
ed to our list of clover pests. The Professor 
speaks of these species—two of which have 
been brought to notice the present, and the 
third last year. The first was the one which 
was so destructive te the pastures in the 
northern countiesof our State last spring, 
which was supposed by many at the time to 
be the army-worm, but by rearing it has been 
ascertained to belong to a small plain cram- 
bus moth. to which the common name of the 
vagabond, *‘crambus” had been given. The 
second ineect is a leaf-eating weevil, intro- 
duced from Europe, first noticed in Yates 
county, New York, last month, never known 
to attack clover in Europe, but threatening to 
prove destructive to it here. The third is a 
species which occurs in New York, as entire - 
ly barmless, but suddenly appearing last year 
in Kancas as very destructive. 
WHY NOT FOLLOW CORN WITH OATS? 

A friend asks why we do not follow corn 
with oats, and avoid the labor of cutting 
up the corn? We answer, first, we can’t get 
along on our farm without corn fodder. It 
is cheaper than clover or timothy hay. We 
can keep our horses and cattie and sheep in 
good fix all winter on fodder, with a small 
amount of clover hay. It pays better to sell 
our témothy. The fodder thus pays for all 
the work. Second, our average wheat crop 
is worth double that of our oat yield. Oate 
are not reliable on bottom lands. Spring 
barley pays better here. Yet that is not so 

ood as our wheat crops. Ifthe land could 

e plowed inthe fall just after the corn is 
gathered, so that the oats could ‘surely go in, 
as early as February, it is likely we could get a 
paying crop of oats, and the fall 228 act 
well on the land. There is a fearful un- 
certainty, however, about that fail plowing; 
hence we can not risk our rotation on it. 


Farm Notes. 
t is proposed to introduce the growing of 
tobacco into Ireland. 

Butter is being brought fromRussia to Eng- 
land in large quantities, and is of very fair 
quality. 

It is set down as one of the notable features 
of the present season that the ravages of 
foxes among the poultry yards in Vermont 
and New Hampshire have been greater than 
was ever before known. 

Another warning to be careful in the use of 
Paris green comes from York, Me., where 
two children of Augustus Littlefield were 
fatally poisoned last week by eating cucum- 
bers from vines which had been sprinkled 
with the poison. 

A Mr. Watts, of South Carolina, has a fe- 
male Angora goatthat bas given four quarts 
of milk daily, the season through, of as rich 
quality as that of any Jersey cow on his farm, 
of which he has several. An Angora goat will 
thrive where a cow will starve, and six goats 
subsist luxuriously where one cow will only 
tind sufficient good grazing. 

It appears as though at last the markets of 
Englishtowns would be supplied with fruit 
as bounteously and cheaply as are American 
and Canadiauſcommunites. Large plantation, 
of strawberries, raspberries and other small 
fruits are being set out, and the profit are 
understood to be so good that it will not be 
long before the business of fruit-growing and 
marketing is well systematized. 

The English admit that better flour is now 
made inthe United States and Canada than in 
Great Britain. It is stated tha the „new 
process” four can not be made from most of 
the Wheat grownin that country. The best 
flour made in Europe is manufactured in 
Hungary and France. That produced in Eng 
land contains but a small amount of gluten. 

At a meeting ef bee-keepers held in con- 
nection with the great fair at Toronto, a lady 
exhibited several varieties of cake, half of 
Which was sweetened with honey and the 
otber with sugar. They were all baked 
several days before. Those sweetened wiih 
sugar were very dry, but those sweetened 
With honey were us moist as when taken from 
the oven. 

A Virginia farmer says: „About twentr- 
five years ago I commenced to pick outa 
small quantity of the best ears of corn when 
husking. The ecrn thus selected was plant- 
ed by itself, and had a better vield than the 
rest of the field. Ever since I have been 
saving more each year, picking out when the 
corn Was husked, and spreading it in a loft until 
spring. When I first commenced saving seed 
jt took 600 ears to make a barrel, while in the 
last few vears it bas taken but 285 ears to 
make a barrel. The corn is white, flinty, and 
weighs over fifty-six pounds tothe bushel. 


_ The apple crop of Maine the present season 
isa bountiful one. In those countries not 
especially adapted to fruit-giowing, there is 
no moree than an average crop, and in some 
localities it falls below, but in the great fruit- 
growing belt of the «State—Western York 
county, Cumberland, Oxford, Androscoggin, 
Franklin, and Kenebec—the crop is abundant. 
Throughout this belt, with limited local ex- 
ceptions, the Baldwin is the variety leading 
grown. In many towns there will be more of 
this variety barvested than ever before in one 
season. In Sagadahoc, Knox, [Waldo gand 
Southern Penobscot tne crop is a full average, 
but the Baldwin does not lead to the extent 
that it does in the counties first named. 

A short-horn breeder says: The Canada 
Farmer bas ment:on¢d to us an occurrence 
showing the extent to which the value of pure- 
bred cattle has appreciated during the last 
year. About eighteen months ago he sold to 
another breeder a sbort-horn cow, in calftoa 
first-class sire, for 390. Fearing that he had 
made a bad bargain, the purchaser did not 
send for the cow, but allowed the matter to 
drop. In due time a bull calf was born af 
this cow. A few days ago the calf, being then 
11 months old, was sold for $300, and the cow 
could not be bought for less than $200. Truly 
some of those weak-kneed breeders who, in 
the days of depression, sacrificed their herds 
for a song, will now see their error. The de-

Second Day's Proceedings of the 
Woman's Obristian As- 
sociation. 


Doings at the Session—Personal Points 
—Papers—Notes, ; 


The Women’s Christian Association began 
its third day’s work at 9o’clock this morning, 
Mrs. John McDougall in the chair, and the 
usual number of ladies present. Mrs, Miles 


Sells was at the secretary’s desk. 

The convention is quite attractive and inter- 
estinginits personnel. The faces of the ladies 
reflect, as the president poetically expressed 

t, the beauty of their souls.“ There is no 
hard- featured countenance to be found in the 
gathering, no have- a- tract kind of females, 
but for the most part sweet-mannered, 
matronly-looking ladies of middle age; very 
‘ew have advanced far enough in years to have 
their heads silvered, and the number of the 
young ladies that is there who are on the sun- 
ny side of thirty, though not very large, is suf- 
ticiently so to give the assemblage a highly at- 
tractive appearance. The proceedings are Car- 
ried on with great dignity and have 
considerable interest even for the visitor. 

Mrs. McDougall is afleshy lady of middle age, 
who bas been actively identified with the as- 
sociation work in its various branches for sev- 
en years. She has just been re-elected presi 
dent of the National Conference, and does much 
toward making the success of the meeting, 
she talks very fluently in low chest tones, and 
is particularly happy, if the expression might 
be used, in narrating incidents§ of a touching 
or tearful character. 

Among the newspaper reprasentatives pres- 
ent are Mrs. Ingham of Cleveland,the editor of 
the Earnest Worker, and Mrs. Inglis of Phila- 
delphia, editor of Faith and Works. Mrs. Ing- 
ham is 4ninteresting, intellectual-faced lady, 
who wears spectaclés and has a small hat on 
the back of her head. Mrs. Ingham is light 
and wiry and keeps busy taking notes or read- 
ing or speaking the whole time. Mrs. Inglis is 
a stout, bright, round-faced lady in 
a silver tringed bonnet with 
black lace strings meeting under her chin. 
She dresses like all the others, in plain black, 
and makes very little display of gold or other 
ornaments. Indeed the ensemble of the con- 
ference is verv pleasing and unostentations. 

The proceedings began as usual with a 
prayer-meeting, led by Mrs. MeDougall. It 
was followed by reports from associations. 

Mrs. John Winters, of Dayton, O., reported 
the association of her city in a flourishing con- 
dition, and gave the flattering result ofan at- 
temptto establish and maintain a sewing- 
schoo] for children of the poor. 

Mrs. D. Arnold presented the report of the 
St. Louis Association and spoke of the attempt 
to establish a cooking-school here. 

A discussion of Mrs. Arnold’s report regard- 
ing the cooking school called forth remarks 
from Mrs. Winters and other ladies who were in 
tavor of teaching their daughters to cook at 
home. Miss Cassidy, of Louisville, wanted to 
know where young ladies who had no homes 
were to learn. Mrs. McDouwail said she didn't 
know, and there being no further desire mani- 
fested to ask questions or say anything about 
the subject, the next. thing on the programme 
was taken up. 

Mrs. Campbell, secretary of the Memphis As- 
sociation, reported that Dody flourishing, with 
101 members, one-fourth of whom were ac- 
tive. 

Miss Alcott sang ‘‘Come Unto Me’’ in avery 
charming manner. 

Mrs. Lamson, of Boston, presented the usual 


paper from the Committee of Ar- 
rangements, in which were sub- 
mitted questions that just now force 


themselves upon the conference regarding the 
practicability of continuing the internacional 
conference and the results that are attained 
by it. The paper reviewed the work of the 
past ten years of the existence of the interna- 
tional conference and the work doneinthe 
cause of temperance and missions and among 
fallen women. It showed that there were 
three dangers threatening the life of the con- 
ference—first, the lack of interest felt 
by individuals in the conference; second, the 
vague idea had by delegates concerning the 
work expected from them when they present 
themselves in the conference; and third, the 
conference itself often proved dull and unin- 
teresting to those in attendance. The nec- 
essary remedies were suggested,and the mem- 
bers were urged to lend themselves earnestly 


to the work of averting the dangers. The 
remedies suggested were: first, a 
walmer and more Seneral interest; 
second, * larger representation; 


third, a more intelligent individual interest 
in the proceedings among delegates; and 
fourth, a more interesting and satisfactory 
pregramme for each annual conference. j 

A general discussion, commendatory of the 
sentiment and suggestions of the committee’s 
paper, followed, after Which the conference 
took à recess for lunch, which was 
again served by the ladies of St. John’s con- 
gZregation in one of the class-rooms. 

During the afternoon further reports from 
associations were heard, and a paper on 
„Training Scnools,’’ by Miss McCready, of 
New York, and another on Employment for 
Women,’’ by Mrs. John T. Perry, of Cincin- 
nati, were listened to and discussed. This 
evening a public meeting will be he'd in St. 
John’s M. E. Church. To-morrow morning the 
conference will conclude its work.

The 
Mayor of St. Louis: did not present himself, 
and in excuse the City Clerk stated that 
he (the Mayor) had not’ received any invi- 
tation. The Committee on Invitation, how- 
ever, have in their possession the letter of 
the Mayor accepting their invitation, While 
marching nlonyg the streets, finding as beat 
they could their wy to their hotel, the corps 
were hissed and ealled 'td—d Northern S- 
b—s. Phe corps marched to Lucas Sqnare to 
vive a sample of their drill (which is said to pe 
u wonder of pertection), but eitizens on the 
line of march pulled down thefr blinds, and 
curses were heaped upon the innocent citiz-a 
Soldiers of the capital of the great State of New 
York, as if they were @ band of loragers at 
tached to an army of occupation.

If the members of the dis- 
gruntied troop are repeating such stories as 
the foregoing to newspaper reporters they are 
simply low blackguards and we are glad to 
know that they were not courteously treated 
in St. Louis. 


A FALLEN WOMAN. 


She Terminates Her Existence With a Dose 
of Morphine, 


Yesterday evening there was a disturbance 
at No. 116 Poplar street, a dive presided over 
by Elizabeth Sour. Two men were quarreling 
about Minnie Johnson, one of the inmates of 
the house. The woman stood by and in the 


dispute said, ‘‘you need not fight 
about me, for I will not be 
with either of you very long.’’ She went to 


her room over the saloon about 6 p. m. yester- 
day, and was there all night with a man 
named Dudley. About 2:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing, the other woman saw him come down 
stairs and climb over the fence in the alley. 
He returned with Officers Palmer and 
Shipp . shortly afterwards and went 
to the room,where the woman was found lying 
on the bed in a dying condition. Ona table 
near Dy stood a one-eighth-ounce 
bottle of morphine, nearly half emptied. One 
of the officers telegraphed for an ambulance, 
which arrived in afew minutes and conveyed 
the dying woman to the City Dispensary. Dr. 
Dorsett made a hurried examination and for- 
‘warded her to the City Hospital. 

The usual treatment in cases of poisoning by 
morphine was given her, but she died at 5 
o’clock this morning. The body was taken to 
the Morgue and an inquest held on it af noon 
to-day. Dudley, who was the only witness, 
was locked up by the officers to await the in- 


quest. Minnie Johnson was from High- 
land, III., where all her friends 
and her husband now live. She 


has three children, and has been living at No, 
116 Poplar street fora year, Several months 
ago she attempted suicide early one morning 
after anight’s debauch. She started down 
across the levee, intending to jump intothe 


river. A police officer interfered with her 
plans and returned her to the house, 
where she lived until to-day. Her 
companions never heard her speak 


of committing suicide and were unable to give 
any reason more than that she was tired of the 
life she was leading. She had cast off one 
‘‘lover’’ and accepted another wno was un- 
faithful to her.
